HE IS HIDING IN THK mUS 

Washington Has No News and 
Does Not Expect Any Soon 
—Maico Genonllj Quit 

Washington, March 17. — An im- 
penetrable wall of secrecy surround- 
ed -tonight the movement of trttops 

beyond the Mexican border. So far 
as official Washington was advised, 
the columns virtually might have van- 
ished into thin air when they crossed 
the international boundary yesterday 
in i)ursuit of Villa, liven tiie com- 
mander-in-chief, President Wilson, 
did not know where Oen. Pierdiing's 
men were. 

Secretarv Baker received virtually 
no reports from fieii. Fuiistoii dealing 
with events beyond the borders. Late 
today he saM he did not know wheth- 
er troops had proceeded southward 
from their first bi\()uac on .Mexican 
soil last iiitrlit. Not a single ilispat( h 
from the border was made public 
during the day except one reporting; 
the death of Lieut. Zell, Eleventh 
cavalry, at the Columbus hospital, 
where he took his own life in a fit of 
despoiidency. 

VILLA l AK TO Tin: SOUTH. 

Army officials were convinced that 
more important developments were 
to be expected for several days. It 
seemed plain from the day's accumu- 
lation of rumors that Villa was far to 
the south of his American pursuers 
The w;ir deiwrtment would not di 
vulj/e any details of the number of 
troops IK ross tiie liorder or of the 
regiments sent Press advices, how- 
ever, showed that infantry accom- 
panied the cavalry and ai tillery out 
of Columbus in the nuiin column. 
That means slow progress across the 
desert It will take days, it is said, 
to cover the distance to Galena, .the 
town where Vilta. was reported un- 
officially to have been seen. 

American consuls in Mexico so far 
have been able to give little aid to the 
troops, although all are on watch for 
information that might indicate the 
bandit's movements. Consular ad- 
vices today continued to report gen- 
erally quiet conditions.. Officials dis- 
played some concern over the situation 
in the Tanipico district, however, 
where there were signs of unrest.

London, March 17. — Repulee at the 

hands of the French aj^in has been 
the net result of a (lennan infantry 
ittack launched w itli iiui.M- efTectives 
after a heavy bombardment against 
French positions at l<e More llonnne«* 
northwest of Verdun. The German.s, 
who att;icked in serried masses, were 
driven eastward toward the Hois des 
Corbeaux, where the French guns in- 
flicted heavy casualties on them. 

Around Doiiaumont and the village 
of \'aii.\ tne bit' iiuns are operating 
with ri'di milled \ lolence, while south- 
ward in the Woevre the artillery 
duels in the Meuse hills continue. 

In the Art:unne torest 'lie l-'rench 
guns are stiil shelling the German po- 
sitions northwest of the road from 
V.irenens and German batteries near 
Mont.ifucon. 

The latest GermanolBcial comimmi- 
cation, making reference to French 
attempts to "dispute our possession 
of the height of Le Moi e Homme," 
has brought forth a statement from 
the French emliassy at Washington 
that the Germans never have gained 
a footing on the hill, which the 
French still hold. 

Only engaijements between pitrols 
have taken pbuw on the Russian 
front. 

The Itiilians continue strongly on 

the otfensi\e .i^ainst the Aii^triaiis 
on the Isoiizo front, especially on the 
Potlgora lieiifhts sector and southwest 
of San Martmo. On Podjjora the 
Italians entered the Austrian lines 
liiit, according' to Vienna, were le- 
pulsed in vicious hand-to-liaiid light- 
ing. 

Both .Xustrians and lt;ilians lay 
cl.iim to successes around S.iii Mar- 
tino. The Austrians assert that an 
Italian attacks in this sector faded and 
that the Italians left numerous dead 
on the field. 

The Italian oliicial stttemeiit de- 
clares that after artillery and mus- 
ketry preparations the Austrians 
launched two strong attacks and suc- 
ceeded 111 reaching the ed^e of the 
trenches tiken from them recently 
but were on each occiisioii repulsed, 
leaving the ground covered with 
de:»d."
